Can The U.S. Control 
The Conglomerates?

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Be­ 
hind the current investigation 
into International Telephone & 
T e le g r a p h C o rp ., R ic h a rd 
K leindienst, and possible politi­

Philip A. H art, D, Michi­ 
gan, calls it the “ underlying 
problem ” in the case — “ the 
problem of the conglom erate 
(huge corporation) as lim iting 
the governm ent’s ability to gov­ 
e rn .” 


The ram ifications of the ITT 
case led him to ask the govern­ 
m e n t’s top la w y e r, S o licito r

G risw o ld , 
w hether under present laws the 
n ation’s corporate giants are 
too big and powerful for the 
A m erican governm ent to con­ 
trol. 
I t’s a problem H art and a 
v e ry few o th e rs h av e been 
studying for som e five years. 
But they have been unable to 
get m ost of the congress, and 
hardly any of the A m erican 
public, stirred up about it. 
Yet when a sensational su r­ 
face issue arises — such as the 
present question of w hether ITT 
m isused its giant pow er to in­ 
fluence governm ent — then the 
public and the Congress sud­ 
denly are intensely interested. 
H art is hoping, som e day, to 
tran slate this in terest in the 
sym ptom s into a desire to solve 
the root problem itself.

government. 


Police have found four of the 
bodies. Three of the victims — 
two of them university co-eds, 
one of them pregnant — were, 
dug up from shallow graves in 
mountains northwest of Tokyo 
today. A fourth body had been 
found a short distance away 
several days ago. 


Tsuneo Mori, 27. confessed he 
ordered their deaths because 
they disagreed with his plans 
for a revolution, police said. 


Market Proposal 


OSLO (UPI) — The govern­ 
ment today proposed that Nor­ 
way seek full membership in 
the European Common Market 
because of the economic and 
political advantages. 


In a 680-page report to parlia­ 
ment, the government said “ A 
thorough and many-sided anal­ 
ysis of the results of the Brus­ 
sels talks shows that Norway 
will profit from becoming a full 
member.” 


The Norwegian people will 
vote on the membership ques­ 
tion in a September referendum 
which will serve as guidance to 
parliament. 


Attack By China 


HONG KONG (UPI) — China, 
in its first major verbal attack 
on the United States since Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s visit, said today 
that despite continued bombing 
of North Vietnam, American 
policy is doomed to failure 
there. 


“ U.S. imperialists should stop 
all the military actions against 
the people in Indochina and 
withdraw all its troops and 
troops of its lackeys from the 
area,” China said. 


The statement by the Chinese 
Foreign Ministry was carried 
by Peking Radio.

Moon Life 


Discounted 


By Study 


TUCSON, Ariz. (U PI)—The 
lack of amino acids in lunar 
samples of rock and dust mean 
there has never been life of any 
sort on the moon, scientists said 
Thursday. 


Scientists at the University of 
Arizona Organic Geochemistry 
Laboratory said the lunar ma­ 
terial returned by the Apollo 
missions “ are not biological in 
origin.”

Dr. Bartholomew Nagy ex­ 
plained that it takes 25 to 30 
types of amino acids to produce 
life on earth and that a number 
of the necessary ones were 
missing from the moon rock. 
He said the few amino acids 
found were very low in quanti­

“ The lunar amino acids could 
indicate the first step in the 
development of life on the moon 
had taken place, but could not 
proceed because of the lack of 
atmosphere and water,” he 
said. 


The Arizona Laboratory sci­ 
entists* conclusion has also 
been reached by several other 
research groups in the nation, 
said Nagy.

That w'ould still give 
an administration an opportuni­ 
ty. said Moorhead, to deceive the 
people.

PHNOM PENH (UPI)—Cam­ 
bodian Chief of Staff Cheng Heng 
resigned today because he said 
he had failed to resolve internal 
difficulties which threatened the 
stability of the country. He said 
only Prime Minister Lon Nol 
“ has the capacity to lead the 
country.” 
Cheng Heng made the an­ 
nouncement in a broadcast over 
National Radio. 
Shortly afterwards, govern­ 
ment sources said Lon Nol, 
crippled by a stroke last year, 
had appointed his deputy, Gen. 
Sirik Matak. prime minister. 
Matak had been acting prime 
minister since Lon Nol was 
stricken. 
In the broadcast, Cheng Heng 
said he had tried all means 
possible to reconcile internal 
difficulties but failed. 
“ In these last few weeks I 
have observed with regret that 
the situation has worsened be­ 
cause of differences harmful to 
the stability of the country,” 
Cheng Heng said.

McCloskey Pulls Out, 
Seeks Symbolic Votes 


MENLO PARK, Calif. (UPI) 
-Rep. Paul McCloskey said 
day he was pulling out of the 
presidential primary cam­ 
paigns but hoped his name, 
which will be on the ballot in 10 
more states, will serve as a 
“ symbolic protest” against the 
Vietnam War. 
“ The harsh reality of the 
situation is that you cannot run 
a credible presidential cam­ 
paign without large sums of 
money, 
the anti-war Republi­ 
can said. 
“ Obviously, I don’t have that 
money. I'm heavily in debt.” 
McCloskey said he would file 
for-re-election Friday in Cali­ 
fornia’s 17th Congressional Dis­ 
trict. 
McCloskey said he would not 
support President Nixon for re- 
election unless he changes his 
Vietnam policies. ‘‘This ques­ 


tion transcends any considera­ 
tion of partisan politics,” 
McCloskey said. 
“There are about 10 states 
where my name will remain on 
the ballot, where I could not 
take it off the ballot if I wanted 
to,” he said. “ I hope it will 
attract some votes against the 
administration policies in Viet­ 
nam and serve as a symbolic 
protest. 
‘‘I have instructed those 
where my name is not on the 
ballot to terminate their ef­ 
forts.” “ Believing that peace in 
Vietnam is the most crucial 
issue of our time, I would like 
nothing better than to continue 
to seek voter support for the 
Mansfield-Hatfield-McGovem 
proposal in all of the primary 
states,” he said. 
“ I cannot do this, however, 
without adequate funds.”

Under questioning by Shaw 
last night, Cooper said that 
when he stopped the car after 
observing the purchase at Ce- 
loni’s Liquor Store, the three 
persons in the car “ appeared to 
be 21.” ' 
A check of their identifica­ 
tion, however, revealed one was 
17 and the other two 18 years 
old. The two 18-year-olds were 
booked at Marin County Jail, 
and the 17-year-old was issued 
a juvenile citation, Cooper said. 
In his cross-examination, 
Myers produced Cooper’s origi­ 
nal report of the case, which 
said “ all three subjects ap­ 
peared to be under 21 years of 
age.” 
Cooper said that what he 
meant to say was that the age 
of the three “ could be con­ 
strued to be near 21 or over.” 
Last night’s other witness, 
Patrolman Dee Carver, got no 
better treatment from Myers. 
“ Isn’t it true you were the 
cause of a lot of the low morale 
in the department?” Myers 
asked. “ Not that I know of,” 
Carver answered. 
Carver, a 10-year veteran of 
the Fairfax police force, has 
been on sick leave since No­ 
vember. 
As Myers questioned him 
about alleged complaints made 
against him, the attorney said, 
“ We’ll establish this witness 
had some protection from the 
chief.” 
Myers produced photographs 
and police teletype vehicle reg­ 
istration printouts indicating 
that license plates had been 
switched on a couple of vehicles 
owned by Carver and that oth­ 
ers didn’t have license plates. 
Carver admitted the vehicles 
were registered to him, but said 
they were used for a trucking 
company in which he and his 
brother-in-law were partners 
and they were the brother-in- 
law’s responsibility. 
The photos were taken by 
Fairfax Police Sgt. Paul Simp­ 
son and Officer Michael Morar- 
ity in January and February 
1971, City Administrator Robert 
E. Crowe said. 
Carver denied Myers’s con­ 
tentions that Carver and Morar- 
ity had an angry argument 
after Morarity cited one of 
Carver's trucks; that the argu­ 
ment was — in Myers’s words 
— “ punctuated by the vilest 
kind of language” and that 
Carver had threatened to start 
citing Morarity’s wife. 
Myers said he would produce 
a tape recording of the “ argu­ 
ment” at another session of the 
board of review hearing. 
The conversation with Morar­ 
ity, Carver said, was over po­ 
lice radio while each was in a 
separate patrol car. He said he 
did not know it was being 
recorded, nor did he know the 
photographs of his vehicles had 
been taken. 
As to the case in which Myers 
contended Carver was protect­ 
ed by Orr, Carver said a com­ 
plaint was made to Orr that 
Carver had been seen, in uni­ 
form, checking out a job his 
trucks were doing in San Ra­ 
fael.

Flood Control Board 
Seeks Dissolution 


The board of Ross Valley 
Flood Control Sub-Zone 9-A last 
night asked the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors to dis­ 
solve the subzone. 


The action came by a 5-2 vote 
after 
the 
board discussed 
Sleepy Hollow's bid to desert 
the subzone which includes all 
the unincorporated area in the 
Ross Valley, 
according to 
Charles E. Murphy, county 
flood control engineer. 


Murphy said board members 
Fred B. Graham of Kentfield 
and Keith L. Wiltz of Kentfield 
Gardens opposed dissolving the 
subzone of the Ross Valley 
Flood Control Zone. 


In its place, the board fa­ 
vored a countywide zone for 
maintenance purposes only in­ 
cluding all unincorporated 
areas in Marin, Murphy said. 


Fears the subzone might 
stretch its functions from main­ 
tenance to expensive capital 
improvements 
was one of 
Sleepy Hollow’s main concerns, 
Murphy said. 
Birdie Schneider of Sleepy 
Hollow also argued that the 
parent zone can perform the 
functions of the subzone 
Eugene Bonini, a board mem­ 
ber from Oak Manor, said the 
subzone would fall apart with­ 
out Sleepy Hollow, then Stewart 
N. Boxer, a board member and 
president of the Greenbrae 
Property Owners Association 
said his area would also seek 
withdrawal, according to Mur­ 
phy. 
Aftar the board voted in favor 
of dissolving itself, it asked 
Murphy to find out what should 
be done with money left over. 
Among money left is $6,000 
the board budgeted to repay the 
Ross Valley Flood Control Zone 
for a study of flood problems in 
unincorporated areas done be­ 
fore the subzone was formed.

Cornerstone 
Box Opened 
— Old Coins 


The century-old time capsule 
removed from the old county 
courthouse in San Rafael was 
opened today revealing — as 
was expected — an assortment 
of old coins, newspapers, docu­ 
ments and other artifacts. 
The old coins, about $12 worth 
when placed in the now corrod­ 
ed zinc lx)x. drew the greatest 
interest from the small gather­ 
ing which included the 11-year- 
old great-great-grandson of the 
man who dedicated the box in 
August 1872. 
Young John Stevens of Lucas 
Valley, descendent of Charles 
Stevens who laid the corner­ 
stone as grand master of the 
grand lodge of Free and Ac­ 
cepted Masons, said he found 
the proceedings “ interesting.” 
The coins included a $5 gold 
piece, dated 1872; a $2.50 gold 
piece, dated 1871; two silver 
dollars and a “ half-dime." 
Other coins found “ in mint 
condition” included a three cent 
piece, a two-cent piece, a dime, 
nickel, quarter and a British 
coin of undetermined value. 
There was no estimate of the 
collector’s value of the coins, 
which eventually will lie rebu­ 
ried along with the other items 
in a new- time capsule at Civic 
Center. 
The 
newspapers, 
most 
dated.Aug. 3, 1872. included a 
Marin County Journal, Sausali- 
to weekly Herald. San Francis­ 
co Bulletin, San Francisco Call 
and a San Francisco Alto. 
None w’as unfolded for fear of 
damage. 
Other items carefully taken 
from the capsule included: A 
sample of Comstock lode ore. 
valued at $15,000 per ton: a 
piece of adobe from the original 
county courthouse built in 1835; 
various documents from the 
Masonic Lodge; iron handcuffs 
from the sheriff’s office; an 
1871 photo of San Rafael and a 
program of the Sonoma and 
Marin County Agricultural So­ 
ciety Exposition held in Petalu­ 
ma. 
Several documents remain a 
mystery and will be opened 
next week under special condi­ 
tions. 
Opening of the box sparked 
controversy last year when 
some civic groups, supported 
by Supervisor John F. Mclnnis 
who attended today’s opening, 
urged that the box be reburied 
and not opened. 
The objections were over­ 
ruled by a majority of the 
board of supervisors which said 
Marin residents have a right to 
view the contents. 
According to County Librari­ 
an Bruce I). Bajema, the con­ 
tents will be displayed for three 
months at the library at Civic 
Center. 
He said the display will prob­ 
ably be set up next week in 
specially prepared display cas­ 
es.

“ It was the courage of Dick 
McLaren (Justice Department 
antitrust chief at the time) 
backed up by the attorney gen­ 
eral and the President of the 
United States that halted this 
headlong rush to conglomerate 
acquisition. It was one of the 
great chapters in antitrust his­ 
tory.” 


Also in Washington. Republi­ 
can National Chairman Robert 
Dole said today an arrange­ 
ment by American Telephone & 
Telegraph to delay collection of 
a huge telephone bill from the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee appeared to \ iolate the Cor­ 
rupt Practices Act. 
The Kansas senator called for 
investigation of the arrange­ 
ment whereby ATT agreed to 
provide telephone service at the 
Democralie National Conven­ 
tion in Miami Beach next July 
in spite of a $1.5 million debt 
owed ATT from the 1968 con­ 
vention in Chicago. 
Dole cited a section of the 
Corrupt Practices Act which 
prohibits political contributions 
by corporations. It defines con­ 
tributions as “ loans or anything 
of value.” 
AT&T issued a statement fol­ 
lowing Dole’s statement, say­ 
ing: “ Telephone service at the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion will be on a cash basis — 
strictly a business transaction. 
The party will pay administra­ 
tive and engineering costs to 
AT&T in the next few days and 
the balance of the estimated 
telephone bill will be paid be­ 
fore the convention opens.”

The Bel Marin Keys Commu­

yards of silt from the creek 
between the entrance to the 
community lagoon and the last 
home up the creek. 
The community, centered 
about water activities, has been 
plagued by siltation and is plan­ 
ning a $400.000 tidal lock to cut 
siltation in Bel Marin Keys 
Lagoon.

One of the corporations the 
Justice Department went after 
was ITT. wrhich McLaren has 
identified as the leader in the 
merger drive of the big corpo­ 
rations. 
Many eyebrows were raised 
in Washington last July 31 when 
the Justice Department, appar­ 
ently suddenly, announced that 
it was dropping its two suits in 
court and the one pending 
against various ITT acquisi­ 
tions. Instead, the department 
said, it had negotiated a settle­ 
ment with TIT. 
Washington observers noted 
that under terms of that settle­ 
ment ITT w’as allowed to retain 
the subsidiary’ it most wanted 
to keep — the Hartford Fire 
Insurance Company — although 
it was required to divest itself 
of firms with assets of $1.2 
billion, believed to be the larg­ 
est antitrust divestiture on 
record. 
Griswold now has followed 
McLaren and Attorney General 
designate Richard Kleindienst 
to the witness table at the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
hearings. He has said, as they 
did, that the negotiated settle­ 
ment was “ a very ood one.” 
from the point of view of the 
public interest. He testified that 
in his opinion the Justice De­ 
partment ultimately “ would 
lose all three cases" against 
ITT in the courts, although the 
possibility of winning made the 
effort worthwhile. 
Griswold told Hart that Con­ 
gress has a responsibility to 
pass tougher laws to prevent 
mergers of these gigantic cor­ 
porations, called conglomer­ 
ates, which control dispropor­ 
tionate shares of the nation’s 
manufacturing assets. 
‘‘It’s my view,” the solicitor 
general said, “ that the laws 
with respect to conglomerate 
mergers ought to be strength­ 
ened. And I hope that the Con­ 
gress will do that.”

Court Attacks 
Nightclub Act 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) —The 
State Court of Appeal ruled 
Wednesday that a nightclub 
dance that ended in sexual in­ 
tercourse was not artistic but 
was a “ blatantly lewd exhibi­ 
tion'—one judge expressing as­ 
tonishment that the dancers 
would even admit to doing such 
a thing. 
“ The fact that two persons 
would engage in the spectacle 
of actually performing sexual 
intercourse on a stage in a bar 
in the presence of curious on­ 
lookers, who paid $5 for the 
privilege of watching, would be 
hard to believe, but for the 
frank admission of the appel­ 
lants,” wrote Justice Lynn D. 
Compton.

persons— tw'o for performing 
the “ dance of love” and the two 
owners of the "Bottoms Up 
Bar” for staging the spectacle. 


'Bill O f Rights' 
On Conservation 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — As- 
semblyman Edwin L. Z’berg, 
D-Sacramento, has introduced 
legislation providing a “ conser­ 
vation bill of rights-’ and allow­ 
ing any person to file a lawsuit 
to protect the environment. 
A constitutional amendment 
proposed Wednesday declares it 
is the policy of the state to 
preserve and protect Califor­ 
nia’s natural resources. A simi­ 
lar amendment died in the leg­ 
islature last year. 
A Z’berg bill would give any 
citizen legal standing to file a 
suit if the environment is 
threatened. Similar legislation 
was killed last year in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee.

“ I think this would be getting 
a little too much into my per­ 
sonal right,” said Daiel P. 
Donovan, an attorney and phar­ 
macist. 
Anthony M. Gullotta, assist­ 
ant county elections officer, 
said he would like to feel free to 
do what he felt best for trees on 
his property, and John N. Mor­ 
rison, an investment firm own­ 
er, said it would be an infringe­ 
ment of personal rights. 
David Price Jones, an attor­ 
ney, John C. Schoonover, plan­ 
ning commission chairman, and 
Edward T. Ryken, senior coor­ 
dinating council director, said 
such regulations were neces­ 
sary to preserve trees.

And finally, the program will 
set up a “ MESH” procedure to 
assist students coming from 
other programs to “ fall in 
step.” 
“ MESH” as defined in a foot­ 
note, is Meaningful Extra Stu­ 
dent Help. 
There are three programs of­ 
fered to students in the district. 
The existing program is an 
ungraded one, using team 
teaching, and offers a child a 
chance to proceed at his own 
learning pace. 
The proposed open classroom 
is impossible to define, since it 
depends so much on the style of 
the teacher, the needs of the 
children and the desires of their 
parents. Generally, the teacher 
acts as a guide to learning 
rather than the dispenser of 


knowledge. Classes are small, 
and students with particular 
interests or talents can band 
together for learning in com­ 
mon. 
The Advance Basic Capabili­ 
ties program stresses things the 
child will need as an adult. It 
limits class size to 25 students 
and continually evaluates the 
progress of students.

Protective 
Action For 
Children 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -S tiff­ 
ening an earlier proposal on the 
advice of medical experts, the 
government ordered sharp re­ 
ductions Friday in the lead 
content of paint to protect chil­ 
dren from the hazards of lead 
poisoning. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration <FDA) ruled that paints 
used for walls, furniture, toys, 
pencils and other products that 
children might handle can con­ 
tain no more than 0.08 per cent 
lead, after Jan. 1, 1974. 
An interim limit of 0.5 per 
cent lead becom es effective 
next Jan. 1. The FDA originally 
proposed a permanent limit of 
.5 per cent, but medical groups 
led by the American Academy 
of Pediatries, urged the more 
stringent .08 per cent maximum 
and the FDA adopted it. 
Lead poisoning, which can 
cause mental dam age and occa­ 
sionally death, has been attrib­ 


uted largely to children eating 
paint flakes from the w’alls of 
slum buildings, many of which 
are coated with high lead paints 
used years ago. 
In separate action, the FDA 
proposed a ban on liquid forms 
of diethylstilbesterol (DES), an 
artificial hormone added to cat­ 
tle and sheep feeds to promote 
growl h. 
DES can cause cancer, and 
residues of the hormone are 
barred from meat. The feed 
additive is barred by 21 nations, 
but the FDA has sought to 
eliminate residues by requiring 
that farm ers feed anim als no 
DES during their last week of 
life. 
D espite this requirem ent, 
tests of 419 sheep and cattle this 
year disclosed four with DES 
residues in the liver. The FDA 
said two of these were traced to 
the liquid form, whieh is mixed 
with molasses and sticks to 
feed mixing equipment. As a 
result, 
the 
FDA said, feeds 
Supposedly free of the hormone 
contained small amounts. 
The proposed ban would per­ 
mit continued use of DES in dry 
form. A 30-day period was set 
for interested parties to com­ 
ment on the proposal. 
“ The law does not allow DES 


residues in m eat,” Edwards 
said. “ If today’s action ... does 
not adequately prevent DES 
residues, then FDA is prepared 
to ban use of DES altogether in 
animal feeds.”

Cotati planning commission­ 
ers agreed last night that re­ 
placement of water lines will be 
the m ajor item in the capital 
improvement program for 1972- 
73. 
City Clerk Carol Bonfigli said 
the commission reviewed rec­ 
ommendations made by plan­ 
ning consultant H erm an D. 
Ruth of Berkeley and agreed 
that replacement of leaky wa­ 
ter lines should have top priori­ 
ty. 


The com m ission requested 
City Engineer Paul Schoch to 
provide up-to-date information 
on estim ated costs. 
The commission asked staff 
m em bers to check all new 
apartm ent complexes to deter­ 
mine if landscaping require­ 
ments have been met.

Draft Regulations 
Give Broader Rights 


ROHNERT PARK ELECTION 


Growth Worries Hopefuls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -S e le c ­ 
tive Service announced today 
its last major group of regula­ 
tion changes, designed to insure 
young men procedural rights in 
their appeals and appearances 
before local draft boards. 


“ You can characterize the 
pre-1969 Selective Service as a 
state and local system with 
very little national uniformity.” 
Draft Director Curtis W. Tarr 
said in announcing the last 
changes. 


“ I believe the draft today is 
rapidly becoming transformed 
into a national system and that 
one of the major goals of the 
President is being achieved by 
providing a draft system with 
universal equity as the guide­ 
line.” 


The changes give a registrant 
the right to have three witness­ 
es in his appearance before his 
local board, and to make per­ 
sonal appearances before state 
and presidential appeal boards 
if necessary. 
Previously, a registrant had 
30 days from the date of his 
initial notice of classification in 
which to request a personal 
appearance before his local 
board. Under the new regula­ 
tions, Selective Service said, 
the registrant has 15 days from 


the date on his latest notice of 
classification and if he so asks, 
the board may give a 15-day 
extension. 
The new regulations also give 
a registrant the right for the 
first time to a personal appear­ 
ance before his board before its 
decision on his request for con­ 
scientious objector classifica­ 
tion or hardship deferment. 
The local and appeal boards 
also will be required to provide 
the registrant with reasons for 
adverse decisions on classifica­ 
tions. 
Previously, there were no 
clear guidelines to local boards 
on action when a registrant 
fails to appear. Now a regis­ 
trant will be given five days in 
which to submit his reasons for 
not appearing. 
Registrants whose draft lia­ 
bility was extended to 35 will be 
kept in Class 1H, an adminis­ 
trative holding classification, 
instead of in Class 1A. 
Registrants no longer will be 
required to obtain permission 
from his local board in order to 
leave the United States. 
And the regulations allow a 
young man to register for the 
draft from 30 days before his 
18th birthday until .‘10 days af­ 
ter. instead of within five days 
after his birthday. 


Israeli Jets Attack 


In Lebanon — A W arning 


Eighteen Israeli jets attacked 
three villages in southern Leba- 
non Thursday. An Israeli mili­ 
tary source said today the raids 
were a warning to the Lebanese 
government to keep Arab guer­ 
rillas out of their territory. 
Arab newsmen said two guer­ 
rillas were killed and at least 
five others were wounded in the 
30-minute attack on the villages 
of Kfeir, Khlouet ElKfeir and 
Memiss about 14 miles inside 
the Lebanese border. Two civil­ 
ians—a father and one of his 
children—also were wounded. 
The air strikes were the first 
into Lebanon since Israeli 
ground and air troops moved 
into the area Feb. 25 to break 
up guerrilla stronghoHs. The 
area is called “ Fatahland” for 
the A1 Eatah guerrilla group. 
Israelis said the guerrillas 
were using Lebanon as a base 
for attacks into Israel and 
warned Lebanese authorities to 
keep the guerrillas out. 
Officially, Thursday’s air 
raids were made in retaliation

Hopkins said he had voled 
against many spending plans 
by his colleagues and would 
continue to work to keep the tax 
rate down. 
Miss Sheehan, a biology ma­ 
jor at Sonoma State College, 
urged the city to open more 
doors to college students and to 
try to solve housing and job 
problems.

DANCE REVIEW 


Audience's Program 
For Opening Night

SAN FRANCISCO - San 
I'rimcisco Ballet ’s opening 
night was all fireworks Wednes­ 
day evening, in the elegant 
Baraum and Bailey atmosphere 
of, tlie Palace of Fine Arts 
Theater. 


The company, bubbling over 
with Vivacity and virtuosity, 
was in brilliant form, present­ 
ing its most exhilarating spec­ 
tacle in my memory. The event 
was also a tribute to the ex­ 
panding versatility of director 
Lew Christensen. 
For a change, this was not a 
critics’ program, but an audi­ 
ence’s, to Ik1 enjoyed rather 
than puzzled over; neverthe­ 
less,' there was much to be 
savored in its background, in 
contrast to many works of pre­ 
vious seasons. 
The evening's fare contained 
a heavy dose of nostalgia, the 
first, and finest being Christen­ 
sen's welcome revival of Balan- 
«‘Itfftflls neo-classical “ Varia- 
Ballet,’’ and excerpts 
Glazunow’s 19th Century 
scare for “ Raymondn.” In an 
aSEEract parody, the choreogra­ 
phy gently recalls the glorious­ 
ly U>wr-ripe “ Golden Age” of 


the Russian Ballet at the turn 
of the century, in potent, and 
poignant, dance-vignette. 


The dancers conveyed the 
sweetness and mastery of detail 
inherent in some of the French 
mannerisms w’hich had sur­ 
vived into that era, yet they 
never belabored the point. Vir­ 
ginia Johnson was a piquant 
and whimsical soubrette in the 
adagio, w’hile Philippe Arrona 
as her partner attacked his part 
with sanguine and outspoken 
enthusiasm. 


In the pas d’action, Lynda 
Meyer brought us her instinc­ 
tively classical presence, along 
with an appropriate element of 
mystery, and the rather cir­ 
cumscribed choreography be­ 
came full of suspense. Robert 
Gladstein, her cavalier, dis­ 
played a new peak of discipline 
and precision in his owm varia­ 
tions. 
IiCw Christensen’s sparkling 
“ Divertisement d’Auber” was 
an energy packed trio, incisive­ 
ly poking fun at the frivolity of 
French 19th Century ballet. 
His “ Tingel-Tangel-Taenze” 
closely resembled the Royal 
Ballet's “ Graduation Ball,” an-

A bill is introduced in Con­ 
gress to appropriate several 
billion dollars to the states so 
they can “ take over a greater 
share of support of the public, 
schools.” 
An initiative amendment is 
placed on the California ballot 
to put a ceiling on the property 
tax — with the money lost 
thereby to be made up from 
sales, income and other taxes. 
Mayors and governors de­ 
scend on the federal govern­ 
ment with pleas for “ revenue 
sharing.” 
These are but typical exam­ 
ples of a hallucination that 
pervades our thinking about 
government and its costs. 


THE RISING COSTS of gov­ 
ernment reflect the public’s 
own demands. We see a need 
for something. It looks too big 
or too complicated for us to 
meet ourselves. And so we say 
“ Government ought 
to do 
something about it.” 
Government agrees to do 
something about it — with our 
money. 
Let’s take an example: Men­ 
tal health. 


MENTAL HEALTH appeared 
as a Marin County budget item 
for the first time in fiscal 1963- 
64, when the county supervisors 
allocated $10,000 for it. This 
came in response to public 
demand that Marin take advan­ 
tage of the Short-Doyle Act, 
passed by that year’s legisla­ 
ture to expand public attention 
to mental ailments. The county 
administrator noted in the 
budget: 
“ The state will reimburse 50 
per cent of county costs for 
community mental health serv­ 
ices, subject to exclusion of 
certain items, and 75 per cent 
for added services when the 
1962-63 level of net county ex­ 
penditures is passed.” 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


The lure was there — the old 
con game: “ The state will 
reimburse. . .” 
In the 1964-65 budget, that 
$10,000 grew to $149,965. in 1965- 
66, it was $429,870. In 1966-67: 
$444,198. In 1967-68: $771,193. In 
1968-69: $1,213,656. In 1969-70: 
$2,240,178. In 1970-71: $2,483,552. 
This year it is $2,650,594. Next 
year it will be more. 
The county’s share has grown 
from that $10,000 in 1963-64 to 
$540,456 this year. The rest 
comes from the state and fed­ 
eral governments. 
These figures, incidentally, 
do not include more than $1,- 
600,000 that it cost to build the 
Community Mental Health Cen­ 
ter at Marin General Hospital. 
There were 24 psychiatrist 
members of the Marin Medical 
Society in 1963. There are 70 
today. $316$ 
WE DOUBT THAT anyone 
would suggest that the mental 
health of Marinites has deterio­ 
rated in nine years to the 
extent these figures indicate. 
No, what happened is what 
happens with all such pro­ 
grams, though usually (fortun­ 
ately) to lesser extent: 
The 
government enters a field, and 
the field expands by Parkin­ 
son’s Law. 
When it comes to government 
and taxes, we become subject 
to a strange aberration. We 
imagine that it is not our mon­ 
ey if it comes out of a different 
pocket. Sales tax may come 
from one pocket, property tax 
from another, income tax from 
a third — but they are all 
pockets in the same pair of 
pants: our pants. 
Unless taxes are to keep ris­ 
ing, and deficit-fueled inflation 
is to zoom right into tme strato 
sphere, we must quit demand­ 
ing that government do more 
and more for us —with our 
money. 


Campaign For Bikeways Has' 
Enthusiasm, Needs Study

Adult cyclists are clamoring for ex­ 
penditures of public funds to provide 
roadways for their exclusive use. In 
support of this they claim the bicycle 
renaissance will reduce air and noise 
pollution, traffic congestion and the need 
for parking facilities. 
In their quest for bikeways they have 
received support from some high officials 
like Senate President Pro Tern James 
Mills, himself a cyclist, and Sen. Arlen 
Gregorio. And efforts to get federal funds 
have been brightened by statements 
made by Secy, of Transportation John A. 
Volpe and Senators Alan Cranston and 
John Tunney. 
Some communities have yielded to 
pressures from the enthusiasts. San Die­ 
go has 32 miles of bike trailways and is 
planning 115 more. Davis, a city of 24,000, 
reportedly has 18,000 cycles and an intra- 
city bike network. 


WHILE THERE MAY be some justifi­ 
cation for such expenditures, there is 
also the danger of being stampeded by 
the zealousness of the bikers. 
The Legislature must make an accur­ 
ate determination of the numbers in­ 
volved to arrive at the needs and the 
relative priorities. The cyclists claim 
that 67 million Americans riding bicycles 
w’ould put every third person in the state 
on two wheels. But there are nearly 11 
million passenger cars in this state plus 
over 500,000 motorcycles and 3.5 million

trucks and busses. These are the ones 
paying the costs of highways and parking 
lots. 
The anticipated sales of bicycles may 
be more optimistic than factual. State 
Public Works Director James A. Moe has 
reported bicycle sales in the U.S. in 1071 
totalled 8.5 million and the manufactur­ 
ers expect this to go to 10 million this 
year. But Schwinn, reputedly the largest 
bike maker in the country, reported sales 
only slightly over one million last year. 
Moe, whose primary responsibility is 
building highways for motor vehicles, 
became involved with the bicycle by 
direction of a legislative resolution order­ 
ing him to determine the most convenient 
and economical method of providing 
bikeways. This included accommodating 
them on the freeways, where anything 
not motor driven is prohibited. 
The study was assigned to the Institute 
of Transportation and Traffic Engineer­ 
ing of the University of California. It will 
cost $78,000 and is said to be near 
completion. 
THE IMPETUS for cycling is not so 
much as a means of necessary transpor­ 
tation as one of physical fitness with 
ecology thrown in as ballast. Spurred by 
endorsements from eminent physicians 
like Dr. Paul Dudley White, the adult use 
of cycles has soared. Where manufactur­ 
ers once found their market almost 
exclusively with youngsters between the 
ages of 5 and 14, they are now aiming at 
adults and report half of their production 
is being absorbed by the grown-ups. 
The Legislature must also determine 
whether biking is here to stay or merely 
a passing fancy. It would be foolish to 
expend substantial sums on bikeways if 
the adult enthusiasm turns out to be like 
the hula hoop or the trampolators.

Location Of Ferry 
Terminal Important 


Your editorial of Feb. 16 attempting to 
end the proposed ferry system before it 
even floats showed a distinct lack of 
knowledge of the commute traffic pattern 
on Marin 101. 


Marin County is like a large funnel 
with the bridge and Sausalito at its 
narrow end. Commute traffic from 
Northern Marin flows at near legal speed 
until it reaches the Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard entrance at Greenbrae. From 
there, it is stop and go to destination in 
the City. The present ferry from Sausali­ 
to serves mainly southern Marin, and 
does little to relieve this situation, as 
there are no connecting buses from 
northern Marin. Once you drive that far, 
you might as w'ell drive the rest of the 
way. 


However, the proposed ferry landing at 
Larkspur will be convenient to North and 
Central Marin residents, and will most 
certainly relieve the traffic congestion if 
an access road is provided from the San 
Anselmo-San Rafael side of California 
Park Hill. This could be via the old 
railroad tunnel which parallels the high­ 
way at this point. If ferry traffic is forced 
through the Greenbrae interchange, an­ 
other traffic hang up will be created. It is 
also assumed that along with this north­ 
ern service we will have connecting 
buses from the Novato-Terra Linda 
areas. 


My only real question is, what is taking 
so long to start this service?

Infinite Dreams Lie Behind 
Fantastic Flight Of Pioneer 10 


WASHINGTON — Pioneer 10 is on the 
longest journey man ever dreamed, a 
mission man never even thought possible 
till recently. 
It w-ill travel — give or take a million 
miles — 18.000 , illion miles during its 
first 100 million years. 
The bold, potentially attainable goai: 
To try to bridge the widest, oldest, most 
challenging communications gap not only 
on earth but in the entire universe. 
It is the communications gap between 
this civilization on earth and any “ alien" 
extraterrestrial civilization that scientists 
are increasingly convinced must exist 
throughout space and time. 
To discover just one such civilization — 
out of the billions which may be out there 
— would be tremendous. 


THE FIRST MISSION of scientific 
spacecraft Pioneer 10 is to fly by Jupiter, 
the biggest planet in our solar system, 
only 500 million miles away. Then, using 
Jupiter’s gravity pull, it will swing to­ 
ward Saturn and Uranus and finally 
escape our solar system entirely — going 
on and on and on to distant galaxies. 
This is why NASA scientists are attach­ 
ing a “ greeting” to the spacecraft in the 
hopes that it w ill encounter other civiliza­ 
tions possibly many times more ad­ 
vanced than ours and that one of them 
can intercept this roving object, read its 
scientific hieroglyphics, and even answer 
us in some way we can note. 
What proof is there of any extraterres­ 
trial civilization? None — at present But 
scientists are today nearly unanimous 
that there are not only a few' dozen other 
civilizations, but that there may be “ a 
million billion” civilizations in all de­ 
grees of development dotted throughout 
the infinity of space. 


This is only the first try by spacecraft 
to communicate. For several decades, 
American and Russian scientists have 
been sending radio pulses probing distant 
space to see if they might be intercepted 
and answered. 
Now a more recognizable means of 
communication — the physical object, 
Pioneer 10, is going out in hopes another 
civilization which may have existed eons 
longer than we have will pick up this 
bottle cast upon the oceans of space and 
flash their computer to say: “ Eureka, we 
are not alone!” 


SUCH LONG THOUGHTS are not just 
the dreams of a few astronomers. This is 
evident in the U.S.-U.S.S.R. conference 
on extraterrestrial civilizations held last 
year in the Crimea, at which dozens of 
top-ranking scientists from Britain, 
France, Czechoslovakia and Poland as 
well as from the United States and 
Russia seriously canvassed ways to 
bridge this muititriliion mile gap of 
civilizations. 
You can t talk even briefly with this 
breed of scientific man without feeling 
the nearly infinite range of his dreams 
and expectations. 
The greetings engraved to Pioneer 10’s 
antenna show a radio pattern of lines 
depicting the earth’s place in the Milky 
Way galaxy — an astronomical road map 
to this planet. There are also drawings of 
a nude man and woman to show other 
civilizations what we look like — if we do 
look the same a few million years hence. 
These outreaehing scientists refuse to 
accept the self-centered theory that intel­ 
ligent life exists only on this tiny, minor, 
minute speck of the cosmos — and they 
hope to find out, if not for us, at least, for 
others to come.

Belfast Much Like Saigon 
As Irishmen Fight Irishmen 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland — The 
obvious thing is to compare it to Saigon. 
Not because Edward Kennedy, applying 
his wisdom from a range of 3.500 miles, 
has called the Northern Ireland civil 
semiwar “ Britain’s Vietnam.” Rather 
because of the simple physical traits of a 
city under siege from inside, of all the 
similarities and fine points of difference 
between Irishmen fighting Irishmen and 
British in one country and Vietnamese 
fighting Vietnamese and Americans in 
another. 
One way into Belfast is along Kennedy 
Way, named for Senator Kennedy’s late 
brother, the President. It runs into the 
Catholic suburb of Andersonstown. You 
have to knowr the street names: the 
concrete road markers are broken off at 
ground level, and left lying. A few yards 
farther along, a service station is de­ 
stroyed and three-foot high letters are 
painted on its shell: “ IRA R U LE!” Past 
another turning, an old Protestant ceme­ 
tery molders on Whitelock Road beside 
the Catholic enclave of Ballymurphy.

der, they do not look either Catholic- or 
Protestant. They look all the same: poor. 
Not able at first to feel the nuances 
that distinguish neighborhoods as they 
stood three years ago, you can, how’ever, 
tell roughly who is where by the land­ 
marks come since then. These are main­ 
ly army posts along the dividing line 
between Catholic and Protestant areas. 
They are sandbagged and have sheet- 
metal sides and barbed wire, like those 
around sensitive buildings in Saigon. 
They have high wire screens like those at 
American golf-driving ranges and for a 
comparable purpose — to catch flying 
missiles like bricks, grenades and Molo­ 
tov cocktails before they land inside the 
posts. 
Such missiles are common tools of the 
Irish Republican Army and the teen-age 
urban guerrillas who operate in its name. 
They are armed very much like the 
home-grown Viet Cong was armed before 
the North Vietnamese army and its 
supplies came south in force. Their guns 
are a hodgepodge of surplus American 
army carbines, stolen British army auto­ 
matic rifles, cheap Saturday-night-spe­ 
cial pistols. 
Their chief weapon for nonselective 
targets is the industrial explosive called 
gelignite. The “ gel” in its name makes it 
sound like a plastic substance, like the 
military explosives used by both sides in 
Vietnam, highly powerful, yet stable 
enough to be tossed about and mishan­ 
dled carelessly. But gelignite is more 
sensitive. It requires careful handling 
and storage. And since many of the 
IRA ’s demolition experts are now7 in 
internment without trial, the amateur 
youngsters now using it suffer a lot of 
unfortunate casualties from their own 
bombs. 


THE THING THAT impresses and 
puzzles about those bombs is the aimless 
pattern of their use. In fact, there is no 
clear pattern. They hit military posts and 
jails, yes, but then they hit a restaurant 
full of civilians, a department store, an 
automobile agency. One auto agency has 
been blown up repeatedly for no other 
apparent reason than its convenient loca­ 
tion just outside a Catholic area where 
the bombers can flee quickly to safety. 
Most of the foreigners in town these 
days are newsmen -- business is off and 
tourism almost vanished. And as in 
Saigon, the newsmen have their island 
where they drink of an evening and try to 
make some sense of what is happening. 
There it was the Caravelle Hotel. Here 
it is the Europa, where entrance is past a 
sentry who searches you as you stand in 
the cold, blowing rain. .and then through 
a zigzag barbed w'ire approach to the 
locked revolving doors to the lobby. 
There is plate galss around the dining 
room, as in Saigon, and when a bomb 
goes off down the street, the glass bends 
and lattles, and the people at dinner 
wonder briefly about it before they go on 
eating. 
Everyone arrives at the Europa with a 
neat opinion and, here as there, the more 
they learn aboutit all, the less they feel 
they know. The deep-down difference is 
that the not knowing is more depressing, 
because most of us literally could be 
cousins of the boys throwing flaming 
gasoline at the soldiers, or the women 
being carried screaming out of the shat­ 
tered restaurant.

Because Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard is being widened, the 
Kentfield Fire Protection Dis­ 
trict board last night allocated 
$2,660 to relocate two fire hy­ 
drants and add two, according 
to Chief Kenneth Kamp.

While blocking the creek 
work, the council at the same 
time left the door open for 
future reconciliation. It agreed 
to review any future construc­ 
tion plans — providing the flood 
control district agrees to “reaf­ 
firm its obligation” to the town. 
That obligation to pay for 
flooding in the Ross Commons 
and along Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard, the town contends, 
was part of a 1967 agreement 
that Ross signed on entering 
the Ross Valley Flood Control 
District. 
Because the council fears it 
could be accused of breaching 
the agreement, Brekhus said, 
“ there is still value in appeal­ 
ing” the Valentine decision so 
future plans could be approved. 
He told the Independent-Jour- 
nal the county may be given the 
option to appeal for the town if 
it feels the Valentine decision 
blocks w'ork on the project.

Golden Gate Baptist Semi­ 
nary will open its fall beginning 
dactylology class, taught bv 
missionary to the deaf Jerry 
Baker, to the public at a nomi­ 
nal fee. 
Many junior colleges with vo­ 
cational training programs for 
the deaf need interpreters The 
vocational rehabilitation de 
partment pays interpreters 
an hour. They are provided free 
to deaf college students “ if they 
can find interpreters,” Mrs. He­ 
flin said. 
There is a deaf man in day 
classes and a deaf woman at 
night school at San Francisco 
State College who need inter­ 
preters, according to Mrs. Hef­ 
lin. An interpreter may contact 
the rehabilitation department. 


TRADITIONALLY THE deaf 
work in trades like typesetting 
and baking. Now in their voca­ 
tional studies reading and writ 
ing are their main tools. Trades 
they study are anything that 
they can do with their hands 
and machine work where they 
are not required to communi­ 
cate with people, so they will be 
readily hired, according to Mrs, 
Heflin. 
The need of isolated deaf 
people to have interpreters 
from the hearing world is being 
dramatized currently by “News 
Sign” on NBC’s “Today” Show. 
The 13-week pilot project will 
test response to its five minute 
segment in which world news is 
signed by a deaf person from a 
script. 
To teach hearing children to 
sign, a character who will com­ 
municate with other residents 
on Sesame Street television pro­ 
gram by sign language will Ik* 
introduced. 
Movie star and singer Na­ 
nette F abray, suffering pro­ 
gressive hearing loss, some­ 
times signs as she sings on 
television. 
At the R iverside college, 
where Mrs. Heflin received her 
dactylology training, she knew 
a deaf student who could read 
lips, but he had to sit without 
understanding through most of 
the class because the professor 
moved around too much for 
him to see his lips continuously. 
The deaf student took home a 


carbon copy of another stu­ 
dent's notes to study. 
“ I was fascinated by sign 
language. I had never dreamed 
that anybody was born deaf, 
and there are more now' with 
the Rubella epidemic,” Mrs. 
Heflin said. 
While a freshman she began 
nine years service as a volun­ 
teer interpreter at a Pomona 
church attended by 50 deaf 
from a 30 mile radius. 
WHEN SHE left to get m ar­ 
ried. a young woman took Mrs. 
Heflin's place. Mrs. Heflin had 
begun the substitutes training 
when she was 11 years old. 
After her graduation in 1965, 
Mrs. Heflin interpreted in Riv­ 
erside City College classrooms 
for two years — in typing, 
printing, sociology, geometry 
trigonometry and office ma­ 
chines 
In 1967 she interpreted for 
San Fernando Valley State Col­ 
lege professors in their progres­ 
sive program for the deaf. Edu­ 
cators 
of 
the 
deaf 
w ere 
students, too. coming to explore 
new* vocations for the deaf and 
to improve their own schools* 
programs 
In 1W9 Mrs. Heflin inter­ 
preted for a teacher at a day 
school program for the aurally 
handicapped in San Bernardino.. 
In 1973, when her husband 
completes his master's of divin­ 
ity program. Mrs. Heflin antici­ 
pates m ore in terp reting for 
deaf people. 
“ When an interpreter gets 
involved she cannot help but 
put her heart into it.” she said.

While I am fixing their hair I 
can be signing to them about 
Jesus,” says Mrs. Burkett. 
IN THEIR advanced studies 
Mrs. 
Heflin's students are 
learning 
to 
sing 
religious 
hymns. Using more gracefully 
flowing gestures than in normal 
sign language. Mrs. Heflin con­ 
veys music’s rhythm by liming, 
body-English and facial expres­ 
sion. 
According to their degree of 
hearing loss, many deaf people 
can sense music’s vibrations. 
When seated near a piano or 
organ, they can feel its vibra­ 
tions by putting their hands on 
the pew . explained Mrs. Heflin 
Another advanced subject is 
grammar. Word signs an- in 
concepts and not grammatical. 
“ Have you finished eating?” is 
signed “ Finish cat?” says the 
teacher. A new’ educational idea 
adds signs for gram m ar to 
traditional sign language A 
course in this grammatical sign 
language is planned at College 
of Marin. 
“ If a deaf child is taught to 
sign in correct grammar, he 
will be able to write grammati­ 
cally, his most important voca­ 
tional tool.” Mrs. Heflin said. 
MANY PARENTS resist hav­ 
ing their deaf children learn 
sign language because they 
think it will interfere with 
learning lip reading. But, Mrs. 
Heflin said, when a deaf child 
learns signs he is learning the 
meaning of a basic vocabulary. 
Then when he recognizes a 
word on the lips, the child will 
already know its meaning. 
She added that some never 
master the art of lip reading. 
For example, the reader sees 
the silent words “ I love you” 
forming on the lips, hut they 
also look very much like “ have 
a few.” N and L, I) and T. B 
and P look too much the same 
on the lips, she said. 
Some parents fear that their 
child won't speak if he learns 
sign language. According to tin 
teacher, the child will speak 
and use sign language at tin 
same time. Now educators ust 
ail possible means of communi 
cation to understand and be 
understood — lip reading, sign 
ing and speech training. 
• Mrs. Heflin speaks of the 
isolation of 25,000 deaf in the 
Bay Area, without “ free access 
like people with good communi­ 
cations have.” They often clus­ 
ter together in a neighborhood 
near a facility for the deaf and

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Shar­ 
on Lee Patrick works for a 
private firm in evaluating gov­ 
ernment training programs for 
the disadvantaged — but says 
she believes fairness begins at 
home, and she has brought 
legal action accusing her own 
employer of discrimination. 
The 29-year-old San Diego 
woman, who earns $14,000 a 
year as a staff member at 
Operations Research Inc., hired 
her own attorney to help handle 
the matter. 
She has filed complaints with 
the Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance, an agency estab­ 
lished to enforce the govern­ 
ment prohibition against job 
discrimination on account of 
sex or race. Miss Patrick hopes 
for a speedy investigation of 
her allegations of discrimina­ 
tion by ORI, and an order 
directing the research firm to 
shape up. 


IF THE company did not 
heed the equality directive, it 
would be threatened with the 
loss of federal contracts that in 
the year ending last June 30 
brought $5 million to ORI. Six 
federal agencies are involved:

DEAR HELEN: 
When I read the letter from 
“ Afraid, 
whose husband beat 
her and the children, yet she 
didn’t run. I thought. ‘That 
could have been me years 
ago.” 
1 lived in complete fear of a 
brutal husband. And my fear 
extended to the conviction that 
I d die of shame if relatives, 
friends, anyone, found out So I 
covered (and cowered), took the 
blows meant for the children 
v henever I could — and kept 
quiet. In those days, it was 
considered the wife’s lot to bear 
whatever her husband did to 
her — for where else could the 
mother of seven children go? 
My face and body are disfig­ 
ured from his brutality. 
The cold facts hit me when I 
discovered my husband had 
sexually assaulted our two old­ 
est daughters. It wasn’t until 
years later I learned that their 
fear of more beatings kept 
them from telling me. 
W'e finally left, under threat 
of death. We actually thought 
he’d come after us and kill us 
— but we found out that bullies 
back down fast when the law, 
the church and society fight 
back. 
Why am I uncovering bitter 
memories? Because perhaps 
my story will help others to 
realize they must get help for 
themselves and for mates 
whose wild tempers and excess­ 
es can kill or maim a child. 
There would be no battered

the right people — ourselves 
and our children against the 
sickness of cruelty. 
About me and my brood of 
seven? We made it! There are 
scarcely any mental scars to­ 
day. for we received much help 
from our mental health center,

AFRAID NO LONGER 
DEAR HELEN: 
The medical school at our 
university has put out a bulletin 
announcing that any illegal 
drug bought ‘‘on the street” 
will be analyzed free, and the 
true ingredients revealed to the 
sender — with no questions 
asked and no report to the 
police. In fact, anonymity is 
guaranteed, the only rule being 
that the drugs be destroyed 
after examination. 
isn’t this protecting crimi­ 
nals’ - SHOCKED 
DEAR SHOCKED: 
On the contrary, the pub­ 
lished results of this free drug 
analysis may keep many tempt­ 
ed persons from buying illegal 
dope “ on the street.” 
When people discover from 
sources they can’t challenge 
that what they think is relative­ 
ly “ harmless” mescaline is ac­ 
tually heavy LSD; when they 
learn that ISD is often mixed 
with strychnine, and the pills 
that made them freak out are 
animal tranquilizers — perhaps 
they’ll think twice about taking 
chances with their health. 
Also, they’ll learn how often 
they are cheated. Surveys have 
shown that perhaps three- 
fourths of the street-drugs are 
cut or adulterated: marijuana 
can be mostly authentic 
“ grass” falfalfa, leafy spice 
plants, etc.); cocaine, monoso­ 
dium glutamate; heroin, sugar. 
I think these college lab ana­ 
lyses are another potent way of 
getting the truth out. And the 
complete truth about illegal 
drugs is already turning many 
young people away from them.

Susie can’t play with me at school any 
more, 
said 5-year-old Gillian looking per­ 
plexed as she helped me fold clothes. “ Today 
'he told all the kids in the playhouse that her 
mother said (ah. mothers have such authori­ 
ty not to let the black kids play.” 
Bam! Here we go again. Yeah, things have 
changed but it’s SOS. I went through it 30 
years ago. my mother went through it 50 
years ago and so on. The year 
and dress may vary, but. the 
scene remains the same. There 
in the middle of the kindergar­ 
ten playhouse stands a cute 
little blonde child giving a par­ 
entally inspired lecture on the 
ABCs. When we get to R, it 
stands for racism. 
Most all black parents have 
gone through that first time 
business — the first time their 
child is confronted with the 
theory that there is something 
wrong with being black. Small 
wonder there still 
persist 
groups of blacks who feel that 
separatism is the only answer. 
These blacks have given up on 
that great phenomenon called 
integration and are simply wea­ 
ry of dealing with racist actions 
especially when they are 
directed against innocent chil­ 
dren. 
THINGS HAVE changed, but 
many of the same, old, tired 
situations still exist, and we 
black parents are still being 


called upon to explain to our 
very young children being 
black in white America. How 
would or did you handle it. dear 
reader? 
My first thought was to make 
a courtesy call on Mrs. Racist 
and express my concern about 
the effect of her daughter's 
lecture on my daughter and the 
other children. Upon further 
consideration, I decided against 
this action. After all, this is 
supposedly a free country, and 
a person has every right to be a 
racist and to rear her child as a 
racist — chip off the old block 
sort of thing. Not only that. 1 
believe in the freedom of 
speech — hear! hear! 
Picture me going to that 
woman and saying. “ Look, la­ 
dy, I don’t approve of your 
being a racist.” Her honest 
response would have to be. 
“ IiOok. lady. 1 don’t approve of 
your being black.” Touche' 
Another possible action would 


be to confront the teacher, who 
may or may not know i and or 
care) about the development of 
racial exclusiveness in the kin­ 
dergarten playhouse. 
I settled upon explaining to 
Gillian that some people in our 
world are racists and do not 
like certain people because they 
are a different color from them­ 
selves. Specifically, there are 
white racists who do not like 
black people. Further, I ex­ 
plained, this kind of an attitude 
is unfortunate because they 
(racists) cheat themselves and 
their children out of meaningful 
contacts and relationships. In 
her case. Susie would be miss­ 
ing out on having a very special 
playmate and good friend — in 
the person of one Gillian Hag­ 
gerty. 
THE FRUSTRATION of the 
situation is that Gillian and 
Susie really do like each other. 
They don't care and dont’ know 
yet what a racist is. How do I 
know? I asked them and sever­ 
al other 5-year-olds — black 
and white. According to them, a 
racist is: 
A person who drives a car 
— really fast. Varoooom!” (Lit­ 
tle boys love sound effects.) 
“ It means to sass (talk back) 
to your mother.” 
“ You eat them in cookies and 
oatmeal. ' 
“ A person who loses his mon­ 


ey at the horse races — giggle 
giggle — like my daddy.” 
“ One of those big birds that

Lack O f Women In Top Level 


Managerial Posts Is Attacked

NEW YORK — “ Over the 
past 70 years, an increasing 
number of women have entered 
the labor force. While in 1900 
women comprised only 18 per 
cent, the number of women job 
holders is up 71 per cent since 
1950, compared to a 16 per cent 
increase for men. Yet despite 
their growing numbers, there is 
still a dearth of women in top 
level managerial positions in 
most occupations.” 
These were the introductory 
remarks of Dr. Virginia Ellen 
Schein in her address to the 
New York chapter of the Ad­ 
ministrative Management So­ 
ciety and their guests from the 
Society for the Advancement of 
Management. 
Both organizations consist 
primarily of males in “ top level 
managerial positions,” so the 
subject of Dr. Schein’s speech, 
“ Women in Management: Psy­ 
chological and Sociological Bar­ 
riers” seemed particularly apt. 
Dr. Schein, who holds a Ph.D. 
in industrial psychology from 
New York University and is the 
manager of personnel research 
at Life Office Management As­ 
sociation, explored the reasons 
why women have not assumed 
“ full participation” in the labor 
force and remain in the back­ 
water of general office work. 
She cited several statistics, 
among them “ that only 100 
women occupy the offices of 
president or senior vice-presi­ 
dent of corporations in the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
LEGISLATION IS not enough 
to break down the attitudes that 
perpetuate this condition, stat­ 


ed Dr. Schein, who continued 
by exploding various myths 
about the working women. Re­ 
lying again on statistics, she 
asserted that: 
Child-rearing does not pre­ 
vent women from working (four 
out of 10 working women are 
mothers'. 
Women do not have an appre­ 
ciably higher rate of absentee­ 
ism or job turnover than men. 
Women share similar needs 
for job satisfaction (such as 
advancement and recognition) 
as men. 
A corollary to the sociological 
obstacle is the psychological 
one which results from the in­ 
culcation of sex roles, accord­ 
ing to the research manager. 
Boys are raised to be “ active 
and independent” and girls to 
be “ passive and dependent.” 
and their “ masculinity” and 
“ femininity” quotients alleged­ 
ly reflect the degree of these 
characteristics. 
Dr. Schein suggests that 
“ being perceived by others and 
perceiving oneself in terms of a 
sex role image inhibits w’omen 
from advancing in the work 
force” because occupations be­ 
come sex typed. “ For example, 
a female-type occupation tends 
to require characteristics asso­ 
ciated with femininity, such as 
helping, nurturing, and empath­ 
izing, whereas a male occupa­ 
tion tends to require character- 
i s t i c s 
associated with 
masculinity, such as coolness, 
detachment and analytic objec­ 
tivity.” 
Managerial positions fall 
squarely into the latter catego­ 
ry. 
TO ILLUSTRATE the power 
of role over personality, Dr. 


Schein cited a psychological 
test which evidenced that a 
woman with the personality 
characteristic of dominance 
will not assume the natural 
leadership position when paired 
with a low-dominance male. 
There are. however, some 
positive indications of change, 
concluded Dr. Schein: 
IBM has instituted a training 
program to sensitize their man­ 
agers to the issue. 
A F&r offers an assessment 
center to encourage women to 
pursue managerial careers. 


Numerous universities are 
teaching courses on the psy­ 
chology of women. 
Groups of professional wom­ 
en, especially lawyers and 
teachers, have organized to 
take legal action against felt 
discrimination.

ended at noon Friday. Govern­ 
ment casualties were put at 
eight dead and 21 wounded.

Religion Scholar Claims 
New Testament Find 


ROME (UPIg-A Spanish pro­ 
fessor has identified what are 
apparently the oldest fragm ents 
of the New Testam ent ever 
discovered, sources at Rome's 
Pontifical Biblical Institute said 
Friday. 


If confirmed, the discovery 
by the Rev. Jose Ocallaghan 
could be the Biblical break­ 
through of the century, they 
said. 


In a scientific article pub­ 
lished in the current issue of 
“ Bib!ica”--the journal of the 
institute—Ocallaghan said tiny 
fragm ents of St. M ark's gospel 
dating from about the year 50 
A.D are contained among the 
Dead Sea scrolls. 


Ocallaghan's thesis indicates 
that M ark’s gospel is almost 
contemporary with the life of 


Jesus, and supports a Roman 
Catholic tradition to this effect. 
The Dead .Sea Scrolls were 
found at Qumran, Jordan, in 
1947. They were placed inside 
clay jars hidden in 11 different 
caves. 
In cave num ber seven, 19 
papyrus fragm ents were found, 
all contaimng Greek script. 
After studying infra-red and 
normal photographs of the frag­ 
m ents, O callaghan said one 
scrap identified as 70.S— stand­ 
ing for the cave number, the 
place, Qumran, and the frag­

Barber Pole Ripoff Mystery 


By DICK SMULLEN 
Boston Blackie would be* baf­ 
fled. “ Great Barber Pole Rip- 
off," Berkeley Barb headlines 
would bellow. 


Half San Rafael's free-stand­ 
ing barber poles have been 
decapitated since Christmas. 
Revolving cylinders, motors 
and glass cases have been sto­ 
len from poles in front of 828 
and 924 B Street. 


Of four-old-fashioned poles in 
San Rafael, only one — at 1232 
Fourth Street — still works. 
The other intact one, at 1545 
Fourth, is inoperative. 
The most recent theft oc­ 
curred in front of 924 B Street 
about three weeks ago. Theft of 
the other, at 828 B Street, was 
just before Christmas 1951. 
Why would anyone want the 
top half of an old-fashioned 
barber pole? Money is a very 


good answer. As an example, 
according to barber Marion 
(Frisco) Hulbert, one shop in 
San Anselmo recently went out 
of business and its pole can now' 
be bought in a San Anselmo 
antique shop for $295. 
Alvin Workman, 1234 Fourth 
Street, who owns the last of the 
literally vanishing poles, feels 
the trend is bound to catch up 
with him. “ I ’ve been just hold­ 
ing my breath that nothing 
happens to it. he said. 
He's worried. That pole has 
been a part of Workman's life 
for the past 24 years, ever since 
he bought the shop, and it had 
already stood there 22 years. 
For the first 10 years Work­ 
man was in the shop, the pole 
was strictly a manual opera­ 
tion. Spring-loaded, it came 
with a crank and had to be 
wound each morning, iike a 
clock. 


About 15 years ago automa­ 
tion caught up with Workman 
when the spring broke and he 
couldn't replace it. He finally 
invested in a motor for the 
cylinder. 
A small hole where the crank 
used to be inserted still can be 
seen. Unfortunately, it's not the 
only hole in the pole right now'. 
A small-bore pellet of some 
kind has been shot through the 
glass cylinder. 
The round white glass globe 
that graces most old barber 
poles has been stolen from this 
one, 
and 
its 
replacement 
doesn’t match the design of the 
pole. 
Workman said the globe has 
been taken several times and 
was recovered twice by an old- 
time San Rafael resident, 
known only as "Pete” and who 
now is dead.

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Gate Bridge Held In No Danger 
From Earthquakes, Board Told 


By PAUL E. P E T ER Z E LL 
A cautious report by earth­ 
quake experts concluding that a 
possible fault under the Golden 
Gate Bridge is inactive, if it 
exists at all, was hailed yester­ 
day by the bridge district’s 
engineer as proof that earth­ 
quakes pose no danger to the 
span. 


Engineer Robert E. Shields, 
issuing the report by three con­ 
sultants, said it “ definitely laid 
to rest any question about a fault 
running east and west under the 
bridge.” 


The doubt has been partly to 
blame for the falling insurance 
coverage on the span, which now 
stands at $31 million. Replace­ 
ment of the span would cost over 
$200 million. 
Shields said at first that the 
$33,000 report by the consultants 
backed his assertion that the 
question of an east-west fault 
had been “ definitely laid to 
rest. But later he conceded that 
this was his own conclusion 
based on their report 
In fact, the report said that the 
evidence “ suggests that a fault 
exists in the bay that passes 
between the piers of the Golden 
Gate 
Bridge.” The 
report 
itressed, however, that if such a 
fault exists “ It hasnot been 
active for a very long time." 
Other potential problems 
mist'd in the report were land- 
sliding on the ocean cliff west of 


the toll plaza and slight erosion 
around the base of the north 
tower. 


The report said that the land- 
sliding "offers no threat to the 
stability of the south pier or 
anchorage of the bridge, but 
someday it may encroach upon 
the toll house area." 


The scouring and deposition 
by strong currents at the north 
tower can be dealt with when 
necessary with rip-rap. or a 
concrete fender such as protects 
the south pier, the report said. 
The report was drafted after 
two years of work by Perry 
Byerly, seismologist at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley, Gamiss H. Curtis, a geolo­ 
gist on the same campus, and 
retired Rear Admiral William 
M. Gibson of the National Ocean 
Survey. 
Their report was presented to 
the bridge district’s insurance 
committee, which agreed to 
schedule another session when 
all three consultants can be 
questioned on their findings. 
Byerly stressed that there is 
no active fault nearer to the 
bridge than the San Andreas 
Fault, six miles to the west. The 
Hayward Fault lies 12 miles east 
of the bridge. 
Even a repeat of the earth­ 
quake of April 18. l!k>6 should 
cause no great damage to the 
bridge, he said. 
Curtis was somewhat more 


cautious, reporting that a fault 
near the north anchorage “ may 
belong to the San Andreas sys­ 
tem, hence be potentially ac­ 
tive.” 


But Curtis nevertheless con­ 
cluded that "this small fault 
poses no threat to the safety of 
the bridge.” 
He also concluded that "there 
is no evidence to indicate that 
future major earthquakes in this 
area will adversely affect the 
foundation rocks of the Golden 
Gate Bridge." 
Gibson qualified his portion of 
the report by noting that wrench­ 
ing ground movement in the 
Golden Gate “ would not occur 
unless a presently undiscovered 
earthquake fault lies there ob­ 
scured by the water and other 
overburden " 
The re|x>rt was the first de­ 
tailed inspection of its type on 
the bridge since 1948. More 
sophisticated instruments are 
available now

WASHINGTON tUPL — Re­ 
publicans and Southern Demo­ 
crats have won a prelim inary 
round in an intensifying Senate 
b attle over legislation th at 
would make registering to vote 
as easy as filling out a post 
card. 
By a 4-1 to 37 vote Thursday, a 
Dixie-GOP coalition scored a 
key tactical victory over back­ 
ers of the bill, and with it kept 
alive their plan to scuttle the 
m easure by sending it to the 
Judiciary Committee for cer­ 
tain burial. 
But the Senate then decided 
to take a long weekend and 
adjourned until Monday—fore­ 
warned by the bill’s sponsor, 
Sen. Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., 
that he was prepared to talk 
“ at some length" to keep foes 
from succeeding. 
The McGee bill would set up 
a 
national 
voter registration 
system for all prim ary and 
general elections for federal 
office—president, vice p re si­ 
dent. Senate and H ouse—in 
which post card forms would be 
mailed to every home in the 


country. Potential voters sim­ 
ply would fill them out and mail 
them 
back to local election 
officials to become eligible to 
vote. 
Opponents contend this would 
open the door to widespread 
fraud. Senate GOP L eader 
Hugh Scott predicted it would 
guarantee “stuffing of registra­ 
tion ro lls’’ by political m a­ 
chines and make it “ impossible 
to assure a free election” this 
November. 
The m easure was squeezed 
out of McGee’s Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee in No­ 
vember. but consideration was 
stalled until this week. Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin. D-N.C., moved to 
send the m easure to the Judici­ 
ary panel on grounds McGee’s 
committee should never have 
considered it in the first place.

Otosclerosis: Type Of Deafness 
Starting Between Ages 16, 30 


Otosclerosis is a progressive type of deaf­ 
ness that generally begins between the ages 
of 16 and 30. Both ears tend to be invqjved 
and hearing loss usually advances more 
rapidly 
in one ear than the other. The 
condition is amenable to m icrosurgery and 
hearing can now be restored in 95 per cent of 
those undergoing the operation. 
Heredity plays a role in that half the 
victims have a family history of otosclerosis. 
Because these people live in a relatively quiet 
"w orld’’ they speak in a softly 
modulated voice that is so char­ 
acteristic some physicians a r­ 
rive at a diagnosis while being 
introduced to the patient. Con­ 
versely. the victim hears better 
in a noisy environment. 
IT IS DIFFICULT to say 
when the person first realizes 
that he does not hear as well as 
he did. 
The deficit may be 
noticeable when listening to a 
lecture or during normal con­ 
versation. Friends and relatives 
often are aware of a person’s 
hearing loss long before he 
admits to the problem. 
This is understandable espe­ 
cially when ringing of the ears 
(tinnitus) coexists. These sounds 
may prove more bothersome 
than the hearing loss. Now and 
then tinnitus masks deafness to 
such an extent that the sufferer 
does not realize he cannot hear 
so well. Others attribute the 
loss to the ear noises and are 
surprised to learn that they are 
hard of hearing. When the audi­ 
tory sense is restored through 
surgery, ear noises tend to dis­ 
appear. 
DEAFNESS MAY escape de­ 
tection for some time. Howev­ 
er. once it becomes obvious, the 
victim should get the best possi­ 
ble care. Thorough testing is 
necessary to determ ine whether 
the hearing loss is caused by 
otosclerosis and whether sur­ 
gery will be helpful. A person 
with this condition need not 
suffer any disability resulting 
from his hearing loss.

Sex, Politics Taboo 
During China Visit 


EL SEGUNDO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Sex and politics were taboo 
subjects in conversations be­ 
tw een A m erican tech n ician s 
and their Chinese hosts during 
a month-long stay in Peking. 
The Americans were m em ­ 
bers of a Hughes A ircraft team 
who set up and maintained 
com m unications facilities for 
P re sid e n t N ixon’s visit last 
month. 
"The ultim ate no-no in a con­ 
versation is to mention Chinese 
women,” said Albert Koury, 
Gardena, Calif. “ I tried it and 
the conversation cam e to dead 
halt.” 
The technicians told of their 
experiences at a news confer­ 
ence Thursday, saying: 
—American feminists proba­ 
bly would lose their enthusiasm 
if they could visit Peking, 
where women dig ditches and 
do other laboring tasks and 
show an utter lack of feminini­ 
ty-

they 
m et 
lacked a sense of humor, but 
were gracious hosts. 
—The Chinese were compe­ 
tent technically but they lag 
behind the United States by 5 to 
10 years in electronics. 
—The Chinese arc well organ­ 
ized and plan every project, but 
sometimes will take 45 minutes 
to plan a five-minute job. 
—The bicycle is P eking's 
most common mode of trans­ 
portation and relatively speak­ 
ing is worth about what an auto 
is in Am erica-rtwo or three 
times a person’s monthly sala­ 
ry- 
The Hughes team was led by 
Lou Greenbaum of West Los 
Angeles. 
"The Chinese women are the 
end product of what American 
feminists have in m ind,” said 
Greenbaum. "I advise a tour of 
China before they go too far. 
Chinese women do everything 
men do. They dig ditches, they 
drive trucks, they do farm la­ 
bor, they are surgeons. There is 
a total lack of femininity. They 
w ear the sam e bagging pants 
men wear. There is no sign of 
curves ... no m akeup.” "They 
have achieved true unisex,” 
said N orm an P. W einhouse, 
Woodland Hills, Calif. "Their 


goal is zero population growth 
or negative population. More 
than two children in a family 
are frowned on. They still have 
strong family units, from what 
we sawr in a commune we 
visited, but the emphasis on sex 
is diminished to say the least.” 
Greenbaum said he tried a 
couple of times to talk about 
the other taboo subject, politics, 
but got nowhere. 
"It just couldn’t be done.” he 
said. “These people just can't 
debate. They are very proud of 
their country and well they 
might be. They know they don't 
have all the things we have 
such as automobiles and refrig­ 
erators, but everybody’s got a 
job. Their attitude is 'we'll get 
there some day but it’s not in 
the plans right now.’”

In Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (UPD —If 
children keep contracting mea­ 
sles at the present rate in Los 
Angeles, where the disease has 
been declared epidem ic, as 
m any as 3,000 youngsters could 
be infected, the county health 
officer said Wednesday.

Committee To Probe 
Baseball Strike 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) -M arvin 
Miller, president of the Major 
League P lay ers’ Association, 
was scheduled to meet today 
with the pension committee to 
discuss benefits in the event of 
a strike against baseball on 
March 31. 


Miller announced Thursday 
that he was ready to poll all 
major league players seeking 
authorization to strike if the 
owners refused to agree to a 17 
per cent increase in pension 
benefits to cover cost of living 
increases. 


Under the present plan, the 
owners put $5,450.000 over a 
three year period, including a 
premium package of $800,000. 
The players, through Miller, 
are seeking an increase in 
premium payments of $372,000 
for one year. 
Miller said the players have 


the following three options if 
agreement is not reached: 


1. No one will work after 
March 31. 


2. Players will stop work on 
opening day, April 5. 
3. Players will take off every 
Saturday afternoon and Mon­ 
day night —a procedure which 
would hamstring baseball’s net­ 
work telecasts, including the 
All-Star game. 
Miller said that members of 
the Chicago White Sox voted, 
31-0, to authorize a strike if the 
owners refused to meet the 
demand for additional pension 
money. 
“They have provoked the sit­ 
uation by allowing a few loud­ 
mouths to sound off,” said Mill­ 
er about the owners. “Then 
they (the quiet owners) love the 
dodge of telling their players 
‘It’s not me.’ ”

FISH AND GAME 


More Trout Plants 
For Marin Waters 


By ALG4DCXNGS 


Trout plants were scheduled for Bon Tempe, 
Phoenix and Lagunitas reservoirs this week. The 
Department of Fish and Game said that possibly 
the fish stocked this month will be eastern brook 
trout instead of the usual rainbows. The daily bag 
limit for these reservoirs is five trout per person 
and remains in effect all year. Rodeo Lagoon also 
has the five fish year round limit. Alpine and 
Kent reservoirs now have the five fish limit also, 
but on April 29, when the streams throughout the 
county open, the limit in Alpine and Kent and 
streams, will be 10.

MARCH-IQ 
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The Profits 
Of Nation's 
Giant Firms 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The 100 
largest corporations in the na­ 
tion made $29.4 billion in profits 
last year—a 76 per cent in­ 
crease, according to Gallagher 
Presidents' Report. 


General Motors Corp. made 
the largest gain — 217.9 per 
cent, the report said Wednes­ 
day. The gain compared with a 
sharp drop in the company's 
1970 profits because of a long 
strike late in that year. 


Not counting GM’s results, 
the other 99 firms showed a 70.8 
per cent rise in aggregate after­ 
tax profits, to $27.5 billion. 


The report said the 76 per 
cent rise in profits was made on 
a 10 per cent rise in aggregate 
sales by the 100 firms to $376.9 
billion, and that the average 
rate of return on sales after 
taxes edged up to 4.3 per cent 
from 4.2 per cent in 1970. 


An indication of the size of 
the 100 top corporations 
emerges with comparison of a 
First National City Bank of 
New York study released ear­ 
lier in the week. 
That survey covered almost. 
2,700 corporations and showed a 
12 per cent rise in profits to an 
aggregate $36 billion. 
The top 100 in the Gallagher 
Report netted $29.4 billion, or 
almost 82 per cent of profits of 
the larger group. 
The largest profits went to 
American Telephone & Tele­ 
graph Corp., which showed a 
2.1 per cent gain last year to 
$2,239,697,000. 
General Motors was second 
with its 217.9 per cent recovery 
to $1,936,000,000. 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jer­ 
sey was in third place with an 
11.5 per cent rise to $1,460,000,- 
000. 


Hallcraft Sales, 
Earnings Rise 


PHOENIX (BW) - Hallcraft 
Homes Inc. has reported in­ 
creased sales and earnings for 
the nine months ended Jan. 31. 
Sales for the period were 
$78,340,000, compared to $41,- 
424,000 for the same period a 
year ago. Earnings for the nine 
months were $1,393,000 com­ 
pared to $937,000 a year ago. 
Earnings per share equaled 
67 cents on 2,072,000 shares, 
compared to 57 cents on 1,646,- 
000 shares in the previous year. 
Third quarter sales were $33,- 
107,000, compared to $16,966,000 
and earnings were $581,000 
against $.378,000 for the third 
quarter last year; 28 cents per 
share against 20 cents.

A. Winnebago has the distinc­ 
tion of being “ high flyer of the 
year" for 1971 — shares shot up 
462 per cent. Since the close of 
1971, WGO pushed ahead anoth­ 
er 48 per cent to 72. It took 
news of GM’s entry into the 
motor home field, Winnebago's 
bailiwick, to put the lid on the 
stock's almost vertical rise. 
While it is hard to argue with 
this kind of success, shares are 
discounting growth several 
years out.

INCOME TAX FACTS

Installment Method Can Be Only 
Used For Certain Real Estate 


The rules for installment sales: 
The installment method may be used only 
for reporting pro!its on certain sales of real 
property or casual sales of personal property 
where the sales price is in excess of $1,000 
and the buyer agrees to pay the seller the 
sales price in two or more installments in two 
or more years. 
There is a special rule that when you sell on 
the installment basis that if the purchaser 
assumes the existing mortgage 
on the property, you can ex­ 
clude the amount of the mort­ 
gage from the sale so that you 
do not have to include it in 
determining whether or not you 
received more than 30 per cent 
in the year of sale. This is a 
general rule and there is one 
big exception. 
If the mortgage taken over is 
■in excess of the basis of the 
property, that is your cost or 
other basis, then the excess of 
the mortgage over basis is con­ 
sidered a year of sale payment 
and has to be taken into consid- 
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oration in determining whether 
or not yoii received more than 
30 per cent in the year of sale. 
Many a taxpayer has been 
caught in this trap. So if you 
are thinking of making a sale 
on the installment basis, be 
sure that the mortgage is less 
than your basis or that the 
excess of the mortgage over 
your basis plus the amount 
received in the year of sale 
does not exceed 30 per cent. 
Under the old law, the install­ 
ment method was available 
only if the payments received 
by the seller in the year of sale 
(not counting debt obligations of 
the purchaser) did not exceed 
30 per cent o the selling price. 
Now, certain debt obligations 
are to be treated as payments 
received in the year of the sale 
and counted when determining 
the 30 per cent requirement. 
Registered, coupon or readily 
marketable bonds (other than 
those in registered form which 
a seller establishes will not be 
readily tradable) or other evi­ 
dences of indebtedness, issued 
by a corporation or govern­ 
mental body, including bonds 
that are payable on demand, 
are considered as payments re­ 
ceived in the year of sale. 
These payments must be tak­ 
en in account by a seller when 
determining whether the pay­ 
ments received in the year of 
the sale exceed 30% of the 
selling price.

Al­ 
monte, Sausalito-Marin City 
and Tiburon in the Richardson 
Bay Watershed, and Corte Ma­ 
dera and Ross Valley Sanitary 
districts in the Corte Madera 
Creek Watershed. 
Baar’s request involves an 
engineering study by the San 
Rafael Sanitation District of its 
possible merger with the Ross 
Valley districts. 
The commission approved the 
annexation of Paradise Cay 
Subdivisions No. 3 and 4 near 
Corte Madera to the area's 
county service area which pro­ 
vides lighting service.
